PARIS SAYS HITLER 


PREPARING FOR 


NEW INVASION

There is a feeling in London 


and Paris that the nerve center of 
th« war is about to shift from 
Norway to Sweden. 


Whether this is correct or not 


is open to debate, 
insistent re- 


ports of a German mobilization at 
Nazi Baltic ports indicate 
that 


Sweden may be next iu line for a 
Nazi "protective" invasion. 


One 
significant 
clue 
comes 


from Paris. A French official said 
ice-breakers were among the ships 
that Germany was reported to be 
mustering along her Baltic coast 
to carry or escort a new.army of 
invasion somewhere. 


I'ort Icc-Locked 


If that is true, only one conclu- 


sion can be drawn. Germany must 
be preparing to racj the allied 
and Norwegian forces in the Nar- 
vik battle zone for possession of 
Sweden's far northern iron fields, 
vital to German war economy. 


Lulea, Swedish outlet into the 


Gulf of Bothnia for high grade 
iron ore, still is locked in winter 
ice. Reports reaching Washington 
state that it will not be ice free 
until early ia June. 


If Nazi strategists are prepar- 


ing to counter the threat of allied 
landing operations at Narvik, a 
dash up the Baltic and the Gulf 
of Bothnia seems highly probable. 
To effect a lauding at Lulea, or at 
any rail-connected Swedish port 
south of that on the Gulf of Both- 
nia, would require ice-breakers to 
force passages for troop and sup- 
ply ships. 


Swedes Will Fight 


The town of Kiruna is the cen- 


ter of the ^Swedish northern iron 
deposits from vrhirti. Hitler- .has 
drawn millions of tons of st.eei to 
equip his armies. It lies in the 
shadow of twin mountains of iron 
ore. Kiruna is some 75 miles tiy 
air from Narvik, double that dis- 
tance from Lulea. A single track 
electric railway connects Kiruna 
with both ports. 


Since the outbreak of the war, 


the Swedes have been making- des- 
perate efforts to double track the 
line to Narvik. The route -was vital 
not only for iron export purposes, 
as a war-free route for importa- 
tion of essential raw materials and 
tood stuffs for Sweden's own use. 
Nazi invasion of Norway and al- 
lied landings in the Narvik zone 
have closed it tight. 


In allied hands, the 
Narvik- 


Lulea railroad and the rail and 
road 
connections 
southward 


through Sweden could afford the 
Swedes vital arteries for food and 
war materials. There- is an inti- 
mation that the allied 
supreme 


war council has 
definite 
assur- 


ances that the Swedes will fight 
to hold the railroad, and also sup- 
port allied-Norwegian 
forces in 


the Norwegian battle theaters. 


Ore Vital Need 


Germany faces that possibility 


if she invades Sweden. 
Yet the 


necessity remains that the Nazis 
retain access to Sweden's north 
iron ore. This ore is vital because 
Germany's war steel industry is 
fashioned to handle that particu- 
lar kind of ore, high in phosphor- 
ous content. 


There is plenty of iron ore also 


tn southern Sweden, easily availa-

the Greek coast last week, Allied diplo- 
mats in Kome engaged in some very blunt 
talking with Count Ciauo, son-in-law 
of

pecially, they laid emphasis oil the Allied 
achievements in Xorway. 


It is now well recognized 
that 
Hitler 


went into Xorway largely as a ruse to di- 
vert the British fleet, 
and 
other Allied 


forces, up to the 
out-of-the-way 
north. 


Meanwhile, the German army could push 
into Holland while Mussolini landed 
in 


the Balkans. 


So the Allied diplomats showed Foreign 


Minister Ciano how his ruse had 
failed. 


They pointed out that the 
British 
had 


handled the Norwegian 
fracas 
without 


sending a single ship out of the Mediter- 
ranean, and that the naval forces facing 
Italy were just as strong as before. 


They also pointed out that the 
British 


navy had used its older vessels in Norway, 
had not weakened the main fleet, which 
still stood off the coast of Holland await* 
ing the expected attack from Germany. 


Finally, Ciano was told that the British 


had successfully landed troops in Norway 
and still had 200,000 men in reserve to 
help Holland is case of attack. 


There were also some very frank warn- 


ings to Ciano that Italy would be consid- 
ered a belligerent if Mussolini landed iu 
the Balkans. 


This cold-steel fact portrayal seemed to
